In the la st R e I cha ta g election 
the voters, all m ale, n u m b e re d only 
14,000.000 he says. 
T hey were sc a t­ 
tered over 397 election districts. T h e 
ne a* election bill provides for onl> 38 
such districts for t h e w hole c o u n tr y 
which, Professor P r e u s s adds, m e a n s 
m o re th a n a million voters in each 
district.

DEFEAT IS THE USV AIR­ 
THING FOH AUSTRIANS 
About 300 years ago, on May 23, 
1619. two men were thrown from a 
window ot the imperial 
palace 
in 
P ragu e. 
This was the first act of 
violence which brought on the Thir­ 
ty Years’ war. 
From that time on 
Austria found herself waging a se­ 
ries of wars. in w hich she was beaten, 
with two exceptions. One was against j 
the Turks and the other against the 
French, when her armies were led by 
Prince Eugene of Savoy. 
The record 1 
of the fourteen wars which preceded j 
the present one. in w'hich she has 
suffered the greatest of defeats at the 
hands of the Italians, is as follows: I 
During 1618-1648 (Thirty 
Years 
War) the Austrians were defeated by 
Gustavus Adolphus, king of Sweden. 
at Leipsig. in 1631; at Lutzen 
in 
1632; Pom erania was conquered, the 
Austrians 
were 
defeated 
by 
the 
French and obliged to sue for peace. 
In 1638, defeated by the Turks, 
Emperor Leopold fled from Vienna. 
He sought the help of King John So­ 
bieski of Poland, who saved Vienna 
from the Turks, wrho had arrived un­ 
der the walls of the city. 
In 1687, Prince Eugene of Savoy, 
commander iii chief of the Austrian 
armies, defeated the Turks at Bel­ 
grade. 
In 1707-1710 ( W Ir of the Spanish 
Succession), Prince Eugene defeated 
the French in Italy; he joined Marl­ 
borough and defeated the French in 
1708 at Oudenarde, and in 1710 at 
Malpjaquet. 
In 1717 Prince Eugene again de­ 
feated the Turks at Belgrade. 
In 1755 (Seven Years’ W ar), Fred­ 
erick the Great defeated the 
Aus­ 
trians at Prague; the Austrians were 
defeated at Leuthen in 1757, at Tor- 
gau and Liegnitz in 1760, 
and 
at 
Frieburg in 1762, 
In 1796-1797 General 
Bonaparte 
defeated the Austrians at Lodi, Ar­ 
cola and Rivoli, and drove them out 
of Italy. 
In 1799 the Austrians were defeat­ 
ed by the French 
at 
Hohenlindeo 
and at Zurich. 
In 1800 the Austrians were defeat­ 
ed at Marengo and at Montebello. 
In 1805 the Austrians were d efeat­ 
ed by Napoleon at Austerlitz and Vi­ 
enna was occupied.

In a country where access l o 
news is freer than it is in Mexico,

agandists met with some success in 
befogging the issue of real, victory. 
In this they were aided by the fact 
that the first report of the signing of 
the armistice on Nov. 7 was false. 
Admission of this fact by pro-Ally

hook on which to hang c h a f e s that 
subsequent reports also were without 
basis in truth. 
The out and out pro-German pa­ 
pers asserted 
that

terms favored Germany.

mitted that the German

that it had not “surrendered,*’ but 
was being held only until peace was 
concluded and, as an artistic touch, 
modestly claimed that the 400 allied 
warships ‘'saluted’’ the German en­ 
gines of war at tin* “ internment. 
The surrender of Germany’s subma­ 
rines was passed over as lightly as 
possible. 
According to the pro-G erm an pe- 
give battle to the Allied fleets. That 
this propaganda is intended, not for 
military purposes, but to preserve the 
tattered rags of German prestige in 
Mexico for after the war trade pur­ 
poses, is indicated by an article in one 
German paper, warning Mexico to be­ 
ware of British goods.

Heinrich Y o n Eckhnrdt, the Ger­
